FOREWORD 


NO  single  class,  perhaps,  has  suffered  in  the  past  four  years  from  the  depres- 
sion to  the  extent  that  has  the  artist  in  America.  Dependent,  even  in 
prosperity,  upon  the  slim  patronage  of  a  small  group  of  discriminating  persons, 
the  American  painter  has  had  to  defend  himself  not  only  from  the  acute  conse- 
quences of  a  general  decline  in  wealth,  but  has  also  been  forced  to  contend 
against  a  lingering  propaganda  from  overseas.  There  is  no  tariff  which  he  may 
impose  nor  is  he  able  to  benefit  by  any  code  or  group  of  codes  under  the 
National  Recovery  Act.  The  hardships  which  he  has  borne  during  the  past  few 
years  have  had,  however,  a  sobering  and  reflective  effect  upon  his  art.  A  defin- 
ite spiritual  and  intellectual  growth  has  become  apparent  in  American  painting. 
Fundamental  conceptions  of  form,  line,  color  and  technical  accomplishment  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  petty  rivalries  between  conservative  and  modernist  fac- 
tions which  from  1918  to  1928  destroyed  all  hope  of  developing  a  national 
school.  Instead  of  a  self-conscious  modernism  or  academic  protest  the  painter  is 
now  concerned  with  the  expression  of  simple  truths — poignant,  intimate,  often 
naive  and  utterly  natural.  The  economic  restrictions  imposed  from  without  have 
taught  him  the  importance  of  sincerity  and  to  recognize  the  beauty  of  his  native 
environment.  Thus  a  new  and  vital  feeling  is  abroad  in  American  painting  of 
to-day — a  "deflation,"  if  you  will,  of  the  fatuousness  of  imported  post-war  cul- 
ture. The  artist  is  striving  to  give  to  his  work  those  qualities  which  Cezanne 
desired  for  modern  art,  the  solidity  and  enduring  quality  of  ancient  art,  of  "the 
art  of  museums."  But  the  artist  of  the  twentieth  century  may  create  the  "art  of 
museums"  only  if  the  museums  continue  to  encourage  him. 

A  traditional  recognition  of  these  responsibilities  has  led  the  Trustees  to  hold 
this  year  an  exhibition  of  American  painting.  As  evidence  of  their  good  faith 
they  have  appropriated  a  substantial  sum  for  purchase  prizes,  the  pictures  se- 
lected to  enter  the  permanent  collection.  Since  its  foundation  in  1 896  the  Wor- 
cester ArtMuseum  has  long  been  distinguished  for  its  exhibitions  of  contempo- 


rary  American  painting.  Starting  with  the  fourth  annual  exhibition  in  1901,  cash 
prizes  were  awarded  to  the  artists  until  1910  when  it  was  decided  to  purchase 
directly  from  the  exhibition/  a  custom  which  prevailed  until  the  war.  From  1926 
until  1930  annual  exhibitions  were  again  resumed,  and  many  important  paint- 
ings were  added  to  the  collection.  Since  that  time  lack  of  space  in  the  old 
quarters  and  the  difficulties  presented  by  the  building  program  have  prevented 
their  continuance.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  prizes  and  direct  purchases  the 
Trustees  have  appropriated  from  general  funds  in  the  nearly  forty  years  of  the 
Museum's  existence  a  total  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
toward  the  support  of  living  American  artists.  Such  liberality,  however,  has  not 
been  at  the  expense  of  quality,  for  in  the  past  they  have  had  the  courage  to  dis- 
card after  a  period  of  time  certain  of  their  less  happy  selections.  Since  all 
standards  of  perfection  are  arrived  at  through  experience,  it  is  in  this  spirit  that 
the  Worcester  Art  Museum  is  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  increasing  number 
of  institutions  dedicated  to  the  purpose  of  giving  the  American  painter  a  sympa- 
thetic hearing.
